Based on the descriptions in documents 1-8 cited in the international search report, the inventions set forth in Claims 
1-12 do not appear to involve an inventive step. 

Documents 1-4 describe the use of a water-based dispersion of the thermoplastic resin specified in this application as 
an adhesive for fusion bonding. Documents 5-8 describe a method for heating a thermoplastic resin to a temperature 
not lower than the softening point of the resin and dispersing it in a water-based medium in the softened state as a 
method for manufacturing a water-based dispersion of thermoplastic resin with high-quality and fineness. 

Persons skilled in the art can easily conceive of using the method for manufacturing a water-based dispersion of 
thermoplastic resin to form the adhesive for fusion bonding described in documents 1-4 as a method for 
manufacturing the water-based dispersion of thermoplastic resin described in documents 5-8.
